was very long like-a Pilar, or (as ſome were 
pleaſed to Compare it) much like that - of the 
Mogament: near London Bridge. The upper part 
extended to the Mzrd-heaven, or place of the Sun 
at Noon, at the time of the Equinoxes, and reach- 
ed down ( though not in a Lins exactly perpen- 
dicular, but ſomewhat Slanting ) to F tn very 
Horizon. Yet it had {o much of a Pyramidal Fi- 
gure that 1t was larger at the Baſis than at_ the 
Cufſpe ; or, | tn plain Engliſh, ſeemed /efſer towards 
the wpper than towards the /ower part. Its Co- 
lour was not bloody, or very frightful ( bating 
only the frrangeneſs of the Sight) but 4r2hr a 
pleaſing ; only 'at its firft Appearance it .izem'd 
more _Reddiſh, and by continuance more Fxiz# and 
Pale; - It began both Nights to be viſible quickly 
after it grew: Dark ; that is, before or about Five 
of the Clock 1n the Evening, and'continued confpicu- 
ous for two. Hours, but became gradually 'in time 
for the whole Lepgth, rather than '/wccefftvely in

But Paracel/as and his Diſci- 
ples ( perhaps with more reaſon» and reſpect to Divi- 
nity). maintain that they are:inot begot by Nature of 
any ſublunary nor elemental Sperm, but Formed and 
Compoſed by a ſpecia! Mandamus trom Providence, by 
the Aer of Anzels or Spirits, who accord- 
ing tothe Commiſſion'they have received, form ſuch 
Ofterts, and put them into ſuch ſhapes and: Figures, 
and attract themalong the Air, either higher or low- 
er, foralonger or ſhorter ſpace.of time, and 'in view 
of ſuch or {uch places and people , that Mortals may 
more zealouſly behold them, and be the more remark- 
ably poſlefſed'and warn'd of their Significations.
